FOUNDER members of 
the newly formed Friends 
of Crewkerne Station 
(FOCS) met together with 
local councillors and rep¬ 
resentatives from South 
West Trains, at the waiting 
room last week.

Horticultural expert for 
Countrywide, David Gray 
said: “We supply the rural

Garden centre manager 
Sylvia Rosenbery added: 
“The tree is a Nordman Fir 
in a half cask oak barrel.

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Justice panel tribute to star members 


M embers of 

the South Som¬ 
erset Commu¬ 
nity Justice Panel met at 
Ilminster Bowling Club 
recently for their annual 
dinner, to review the 
work they do within 
Somerset and to give a 
special mention to those 
who had gone the extra 
mile. 

The Sandy Padgett 
Shield for Volunteer of 
the Year was introduced 
last year, in memory of 
the Yeovil-based police 
superintendent, who had 
been very supportive of 
restorative justice, and 
died suddenly in 2009. 
For the second time it 
was awarded to two of 
the panel volunteers, 
Frances Sheldrake who 
was unable to attend the 
dinner, and Roger Bevan. 

Founder member Val 
Keitch who manages the 
restorative justice volun¬ 
teers presented the award 
to Mr Bevan and said that 
both volunteers were 
equally worthy as, de¬ 
spite having had difficult 
years themselves, they 
never once turned down 
a job. She added that last 
year they hadn’t been 
sure if they would still be 
here, with funding cuts 
across the board, but 
thanks to the support of 
Andrew Gillespie at 
South Somerset District 
Council, they had gained 
charitable status and se¬ 
cured funding until the 
end of March next year. 

The second part of the 
evening was somewhat 
less formal, to mark the 
retirement of Bill Ged-

des who had been the 
Chard beat manager but 
was seconded to the 
panel and became one of 
the lynchpins. 

In a “This is Your Fife” 
style presentation, Val 
told of the poacher turned 
gamekeeper who was 
brought up in Glasgow 
and got caught hiding in 
the bell of the church 
tower by his local bobby. 
After working in the 
shipyards and then build¬ 
ing swimming pools in 
Canada, he came home 
and joined the Metropol¬ 
itan Police before mov¬ 
ing to Devon. 

The only officer to have 
ever asked be posted to 
Chard after a temporary 
duty there, Val described 
Bill as her oasis, who 
fought for the panel to be 
set up with clarity of 
thought and endless sup¬ 
port for the volunteers. 
He was awarded the 
Queen’s Police Medal in 
the 2007 New Year Hon¬ 
ours. 

Between the stories she 
gave him a collection of 
warm clothing for his re¬ 
tirement - slippers, 
gloves, scarf and cardi¬ 
gan. 

A staunch family man, 
Bill thanked everyone for 
the thought that had gone 
into his gifts and then 
thanked his late parents 
whom he knew would be 
very proud. He said his 
life had started when he 
came to Chard. “I loved 
the buzz of the town, the 
people worked hard and 


played hard, it was the 
playing hard that needed 
a wee bit of sorting out. 

“During my career, I 
think the introduction of 
the PCSOs was one of 
the best things that ever 
happened, there was a 
huge void between the 
police and the commu¬ 
nity and they helped to 
bridge that gap. The other 
best thing was the Com¬ 
munity Justice Panel and 
meeting Val, it was one 
of the happiest days of 
my life when I was able 
to pass all my files on to 
her!” 

He went on to praise 
the input of the current 
mayor, Councillor Cathie 
Morison, who had 
stepped up to the mark 
and become a shadow to 
the officers when the 
council proposed a vote 
of no confidence in the 
police. 

He added: “How can I 
as a policeman say I need 
volunteers and then re¬ 
tire. Everything I do for 
the panel involves a lap¬ 
top and a mobile phone 
which I can use any¬ 
where, so it has been 
agreed that I can keep the 
equipment and I will con¬ 
tinue my work on a vol¬ 
untary basis.” 

Chard beat manager PC 
Paul Thomas also pre¬ 
sented Bill with a limited 
edition print of “Policing 
in Avon and Somerset 
past and present” by 
Mick Ewins, on behalf of 
his colleagues at the sta¬ 
tion. The print run was 


999 and they had man¬ 
aged to get number 244 
with an eight added in 
brackets to reflect Bill’s 
collar number. 

PC Thomas said: 
“When I came here, I 
looked up to Bill for 
guidance and who to 
speak to. It has been great 
to see the Justice Panel 
develop and grow.” 

Sergeant Andy Floyd, 
who is about to become 
an inspector added: “The 
neighbourhood team 
hold you in very high es¬ 
teem and I have loved 
every minute of working 
with you.” 

The SSCJP was formed 
to deal with crime within 
the community of Chard, 
Crewkeme and Ilminster, 
particularly involving the 
young. The offenders and 
the victims are brought 
together with trained me¬ 
diators and everyone in¬ 
volved gets to have their 
say on how the offender 
should make recompense 
for their crime, without it 
going to court and be¬ 
coming criminal record. 
This empowers the vic¬ 
tims to be able to put 
across the emotional 
damage as well as finan¬ 
cial loss to the offender. 
They, in turn, learn an 
important life lesson 
which leads to far fewer 
repeat crimes. 

The panel won the 
Queen’s Award for Vol¬ 
untary Service in 2010 
for outstanding work 
done in their local com¬ 
munities this is the high¬ 
est award given to 
volunteer groups across 
the UK.

DOUBLE Dizzy looked set to win the 
Glenfarclas Cross Country Handicap 
Chase at Cheltenham on Friday as the 
field prepared to turn for home. 

But disaster struck when the leader 
ridden by 7lb claimer Jaqueline Cow¬ 
ard aboard Wedger Party took the 
wrong course causing a pile-up be¬ 
hind her. 

Fortunately Double Dizzy and 
jockey Andrew Glassonbury were not 
involved and although two horses 
were brought down, neither they nor 
their riders were seriously injured. 

The pair had finished third over the 
same course just four weeks earlier 
behind Uncle Junior, and like then, 


Glassonbury had Digger (as he is 
known in the stable) tracking the 
front two, who were outsiders Wedger 
Party and De Danu. 

Almost foot perfect they had seen 
off course specialist Garde Champetre 
and with Uncle Junior and favourite 
Scotsirish looking beaten, it seemed 
that Buckler's horse would succeed. 

"It's very frustrating," said Buckler. 
"He jumped brilliantly and had seen 
off Garde Champetre and seemed to 
have the better of the two favourites. 

Having just passed De Danu and 
with Coward's horse starting to strug¬ 
gle, it looked like we were on to a win¬ 
ner. 

"I must say the course isn't well sign¬ 
posted and they could and should 
camber the last bend which is very 


tight and put rails across the far side 
so it is much more obvious, but it was 
a chance lost and nothing you can do 
about it. 

"We now have to wait for the Chel¬ 
tenham Festival in March for another 
cross country race."

Unconvincing Chard fightback 
to keep title hopes on course 


W ITH last winter's weather and the dis¬ 
ruption it caused fresh in my mind, I 
decided to take advantage of the 
comparatively mild afternoon and pay a visit 
to Weymouth to watch their league game 
against Frome 2nd on a day when the second 
and third sides of the local clubs, together 
with Puddletown and the Chard third side 
were without games. 

NORTH BRISTOL 23 CHARD 31 

I LOOKED at this scoreline on Saturday eve 
and thought, "Nip and tuck all the way 
through, with Chard coming out on top at the 
end". I could not have been more wrong. 

Chard played up the slight slope and into 
the breeze in the first-half and were at odds 
with themselves and the game for much of it. 

They conceded penalties, their lineout did 
not function, they went backwards at scrum 
time and their mid field tackling was found 
wanting. 

North Bristol, who had beaten Old Cen- 
tralians in a cup game at the end of Novem¬ 
ber, were too good a side not to take 
advantage. 

They opened the scoring with a penalty goal 
after just three minutes, and followed it with 
a try, touched down out wide and converted 
from the touchline, a few minutes later. 

Not content with this they broke through 
the Chard midfield to score their second try, 
again converted from out wide, before the 
game was 20 minutes old, and therefore led 
17-0 at the end of the first quarter, leaving 
Chard a little shell-shocked. 

Thus far Chard had rarely made an appear¬ 
ance in home territory but they now managed 
to do so and it brought immediate results.

Time was running out however and it 
wanted just five minutes to the no side whistle 
when Hendy squeezed over by the posts after 
a bout of pressure. 

Nicholls'successful place kick took his side 
into a one point lead at 23-24. Now the cry 
would have been, "give away no penalties" 
and Chard booted the restart kick well down- 
field and camped in the home half. 

Then in the final minute, centre Twigg took 
a crash ball at pace, burst through the defence 
and barrelled over. Again Nicholls 1 conversion 
was accurate and Chard had gained a bonus 
point win, something that had seemed highly 
unlikely an hour before. 

CHARD 2nd 44 TAUNTON 3rd 0 

CHARD cruised to a comfortable win over a 
struggling Taunton side, thanks, in no small 
part to a dominant display at the coal face by 
Messrs Bowditch, Robinson and Aplin (sounds 
like dodgy firm of solicitors!). 

In all they scored eight tries without reply, 
with prop Matt Bowditch scoring one, winger 
Terry Chard three, Robbie Walker two, and 
Max Gosden and Simon Boyd, one each. Skip¬ 
per Brett Hoare and Stuart Gold each kicked a 
conversion. 

CREWKERNE 22 WIVELISCOMBE 2nd 10 

THE home side took an early lead when Dan 
Godfoy kicked a penalty goal during what was 
virtually their first incursion into their oppo¬ 
nents' twenty two, and they increased this 
lead soon after. 

Scrum half Nick Harris made a sniping run 
round the fringe of a maul and managed to 
touch down for Godfoy to convert and to take 
his side into a 10 point lead. 

Subsequently however Crewkerne fell foul 
of the referee and conceded a rash of penal¬ 
ties, thus enabling the visitors to win the ter¬ 
ritorial battle and half-time came with the 
issue still in doubt. 

Pressure eventually told early in the second 
period when, after a kick ahead had bounced 
kindly, the visitors were the first to react and 
their out half was well up to gather and touch 
down.

Readers of my column will know that I am 
not a fan of Terry Skiverton or his manage¬ 
ment team's style, and his supporters will be 
fed up to the back teeth of more criticism. 

However Tuesday night's loss at home to 
non-league Fleetwood Town must surely 
make many of his admirer's think harder 
about the future of the club. 

True the Glover's themselves were FA Cup 
giant killers in their non-league days, and 
these results do happen. 

However their performance was not a one- 
off, and surely it is time the chairman and his 
board took a long hard look at what the future 
holds for the club, and being the festive sea¬ 
son perhaps make some New Year resolutions 
that, unlike mine when I have made them, 
they keep. 


The club has never been a force on the field 
since Skivo took over as manager, and I accept 
that part of that is because his hands have 
been tied financially. 

As a consequence they have always strug¬ 
gled in the lower reaches of League 1, con¬ 
stantly dicing with relegation. 

The media praised him for his tactical nous 
against Notts County last Saturday when his 
two substitutions combined to score the win¬ 
ning goal two minutes from time, and just six 
minutes after coming on. 

What they failed to appreciate was what 
most of the fans around me felt, that the 
changes should have been made 20 minutes 
earlier. 

We could all see that Jonathan Obika and 
Kieran Agard were never going to score so 
why didn't he do it earlier. Certainly Gary 
Johnson wouldn't have dallied, he would have 
been positive. 

Surely with player of the calibre of Gavin 


Williams, Luke Ayling, Paul Huntingdon, Max 
Ehmer and Ed Upson, it can't be lack of talent 
that is the problem, it has to be the style of 
play, doesn't it? 

You could argue that Yeovil Town are three 
points better off than they were this time last 
year, and not bottom but just out the relega¬ 
tion zone, but that really is clutching at straws. 

So come on Mr Fry don't you dally, be deci¬ 
sive and let's have a fresh set of faces in the 
dug out before it's too late. 

Off the field it would appear that the board 
are pressing on with their plans to get permis¬ 
sion to build a supermarket on the north side 
of the ground covering the practice pitch. 

My first impression of the plans is that it 
looks more like a barn on a farm not a football 
stadium and supermarket. Were retail and 
food store experts involved in the design? 

A friend of mine who has knowledge of the 
retail business and supermarkets in particular 
went to the recent exhibition and was not im¬ 


pressed by the answers he got from one of the 
directors. 

The club have said this is a five-year plan, 
and that part of the deal is the upgrade of the 
ground and the covering of the Copse Road 
stand. 

But it would appear this won't happen until 
the project is finished, so fans have to endure 
five years of inconvenience before they get 
any advantages. 

Alternatively is this idea the thin edge of the 
wedge to relocate the club at Podimore as has 
been muted before? 

If the club get the covenant lifted to build 
on the north end, what is to stop them ex¬ 
tending the idea to the current ground. 

A large out of town supermarket will attract 
other retail businesses such as restaurants and 
fast food outlets allowing the club to relocate? 

Your second New Year's resolution Mr Fry is 
to be more transparent with the fans.
